SYNOPSIS 


On May 24, 2019, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Sergeant 
Joseph Morales, # and Sergeant Calvin Mah, — responded to 
Pomona Valley Hospital regarding a Category III use of force investigation. 
Lieutenant Robert Jones II, | also responded. The use of force resulted 
in a partially collapsed right lung, a right side eighth rib fracture, a left elbow 
fracture, and frontal scalp soft tissue swelling for Oscar Miramontes (hereinafter 
referred to as Suspect Miramontes).

SUMMARY 
On May 24, 2019, Industry Station Deputies [J and Pombal, Unit 


144F/EM, were patrolling a public commercial business parking lot at 
approximately 0138 hours. Deputy Pombal was on his| 
| ee their patrol car. Deputy [EEE] was Deputy Pombal’s 


nd was the front passenger. They saw Suspect Miramontes 
walking beside another person, identified as Witness who was riding a 
bicycle during darkness without a headlight (violation of 21201 (d)(1) CVC). 
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Deputies [and Pombal had prior knowledge several businesses in the 
location they were patrolling had been previously burglarized in the early morning 
hours. They also had prior knowledge several transients frequented the area 
and used illegal narcotics. Deputies ME and Pombal pre-planned not to 
simultaneously search two persons who were detained together. They agreed 
that while one deputy conducted a search, the other non-searching deputy would 
monitor the searching deputy and keep watch. 


Deputies and Pombal drove toward Suspect Miramontes and Witness 
E Deputy Pombal exited the driver's side of the patrol car and 
contacted Witness ME Deputy HM exited the passenger side of the 
patrol car and conducted a consensual encounter with Suspect Miramontes. 
Deputy {EJ spoke to Suspect Miramontes in English, which Suspect 
Miramontes appeared to understand. 


As Deputy IEEE spoke to Suspect Miramontes, Deputy [EEE noticed 
Suspect Miramontes had rapid speech, fluttering eyelids, appeared fidgety, and 
was also sweating profusely despite the cool weather. Deputy am 
believed Suspect Miramontes displayed objective signs and symptoms of a 
person under the influence of a controlled substance. Deputy N: :- 
noticed Suspect Miramontes was wearing several items of bulky clothing. 
Deputy -iini Suspect Miramontes for an under the influence of a 
controlled substance investigation. Deputy Pombal conducted a pat down 
search for weapons of Witness EE Ri and began to place him in the 
backseat of their patrol car. 


Deputy Min structed Suspect Miramontes to place his hands behind his 
back and interlock his fingers. Suspect Miramontes placed his hands behind his 
back but did not interlock his fingers. Suspect Miramontes began to move his 
head from side to side as he looked around the surrounding area. Fearing 
Suspect Miramontes would flee, Deputy HE sec his left hand and placed 
a firm grip onto both of Suspect Miramontes’ index and middle fingers. Using his 
right hand, Deputy EE placed a handcuff onto Suspect Miramontes’ left 
wrist. Suspect Miramontes pulled his hands free from Deputy IEEE grasp 
and turned his body to the left toward Deputy J. Suspect Miramontes 
swung his left fist toward Deput face with the handcuff still attached 
to his left wrist. Deputy ducked to avoid being hit and punched 
Suspect Miramontes once on the face with his right fist. 


Deputy rapped his arms around Suspect Miramontes’ arms, just 
below his elbows, and attempted to take him to the ground. Deputy BR 
gave verbal commands to Suspect Miramontes to stop fighting. Suspect 
Miramontes began to pull his arms free from Deputy MEME rasp. 


Deputy Pombal ran towards Suspect Miramontes from Suspect Miramontes’ right 
side and wrapped his arms around Suspect Miramontes’ torso. Deputy Pombal

took Suspect Miramontes to the ground as Deputy Hes onto Suspect 
Miramontes’ left arm, which still had a handcuffed attached to it. Suspect 
Miramontes fell onto his stomach, face down, and placed both of his hands 
underneath his body. Deputies {and Pombal each attempted to gain 
control of Suspect Miramontes’ arms but Suspect Miramontes refused to remove 
his hands from underneath his chest. 


In fear Suspect Miramontes was arming himself with a weapon, coupled with the 
fact Deputy Pombal knew Suspect Miramontes had not been searched, Deputy 
Pombal used both of his fists and punched Suspect Miramontes two to three 
times on the face. The punches had little effect and Suspect Miramontes 
attempted to push himself up off of the ground. Deputy Pombal used his right 
knee to strike Suspect Miramontes five to eight times in his upper right torso. 


Deputy (EE broadcasted emergency radio traffic that he and Deputy 
Pombal were involved in a fight. After realizing the full radio traffic was not 
broadcasted, Deputy Pombal broadcasted their exact location over a minute after 
Deputy ti broadcast. 


Deputies {EEE and Pomba! gave Suspect Miramontes numerous verbal 
commands to stop fighting to no avail. Suspect Miramontes repeatedly kicked 
his legs and continued to ignore the commands. Deputy IEE unched 
Suspect Miramontes four to five times in his left rib cage area with his right fist. 
The punches had no effect and Suspect Miramontes continued to push himself 
up from the ground. 


Deputy {EJ and Deputy Enriquez arrived to assist. Deputies IM and 
Pombal continued to try and gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ hands and told 
Deputy IEE and Deputy Enriquez Suspect Miramontes had not been 
searched. Deputy Enriquez placed both of his hands on Suspect Miramontes’ 
upper back while applying his body weight. Deputy Enriquez used his right hand 
and attempted to gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ right hand. Suspect 
Miramontes refused to relinquish his hands and moved about from left to right. 
Suspect Miramontes then moved his right hand toward his waistband. In fear 
Suspect Miramontes was arming himself with a weapon, Deputy Enriquez 
punched Suspect Miramontes’ right rib cage area three to four times with his right 
fist. The punches had no effect and Suspect Miramontes continued to reach for 
his waistband. 


Deputy Pombal repositioned himself from Suspect Miramontes’ right side and got 
on his knees behind Suspect Miramontes. Deputy Pombal positioned each of his 
knees outside of Suspect Miramontes’ legs in an attempt to secure Suspect 
Miramontes’ legs. Deputy EEE used his left fist and punched Suspect 
Miramontes once on the left side of his face. The punch had no effect and 
Suspect Miramontes continued to kick his feet and repeatedly thrash his body 
from side to side. Deputy Pombal ordered Suspect Miramontes to stop kicking 
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but Suspect Miramontes refused to comply. Deputy Pombal punched Suspect 
Miramontes’ inner thighs four to five times with both fists. The punches had a 
positive effect and Deputy Pombal was able to hold Suspect Miramontes'’ legs in 
place with his arms. 


In spite of numerous commands, Suspect Miramontes kept his arms tucked 
under his chest near his waistband. In fear Suspect Miramontes was arming 
himself with a weapon, Deputy Miik truck Suspect Miramontes’ outer right 
shoulder two to three times with his “Pelican 8060” LED flashlight. The strikes 
had no effect and Suspect Miramontes continued to fight by keeping his hands 
tucked underneath his chest while moving his elbows from side to side in an 
attempt to hit the deputies around him. Deputy M sed his right fist and 
right elbow and punched Suspect Miramontes three to four times on the right 
side of his face and right shoulder. 


Deputy I 
told them Suspect Miramontes was not giving up control of his arms. Deputy 

relieved Deputy Man took a position on the left side of Suspect 
Miramontes. Deputy placed his right knee on the left side of Suspect 
Miramontes’ back to keep him in place. Deputy [tried to pull Suspect 
Miramontes’ left arm out from underneath him but Suspect Miramontes continued 
to resist by pulling his arm away from Deputy 


Deputy Bc icved Deputy Pombal. Deputy Iiililattempted to lift 
Suspect Miramontes’ upper torso by placing his right arm on the ground below 
Suspect Miramontes upper torso in order for Deputy to gain control of 
Suspect Miramontes’ right arm. Suspect Miramontes continued to resist by 
moving from side to side while attempting to move his arms near his waistband. 
Deputy Hemployed one, three to five second burst, of Oleoresin Capsicum 
Spray (O.C. spray) to Suspect Miramontes’ eyes. The spray had a positive effect 
and Suspect Miramontes was taken into custody without further incident. 


Deputy Gorski arrived to the location and witnessed Deputy [employ his 
O.C. spray. Sergeant Andre Kneubuhler, #{§ and Deputy Hernandez also 
arrived to the location. All involved deputies reported their use of force to 
Sergeant Kneubuhler and a debriefing of the incident was conducted. Witness 
a remained in the backseat of the patrol car during the use of force 
incident. 


Suspect Miramontes was placed under arrest for Resisting an Executive Officer 
(violation of 69 P.C.) and being Under the Influence of a Controlled Substance 
(violation of 11550 (a) H.S.). No weapons or contraband was found on Suspect 
Miramontes’ person. Witness E: not arrested for any crime. 


Suspect Miramontes was treated at the location by the Los Angeles County Fire 
Department, Engine #26, under the command of Captain Davis. Suspect 
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Miramontes was transported to Queen of the Valley Hospital by ambulance and 
escorted by Deputy Escalante and Deputy Tyem Vo, — Suspect 
Miramontes was treated by Dr. Braeden Carrico and given patient ID 


Suspect Miramontes told medical staff he had been assaulted with a baseball bat 
approximately two weeks prior to the use of force incident with Industry Station 
Deputies. Suspect Miramontes stated during that assault, he had been struck by 
a baseball bat numerous times on his head, body, and left elbow. Suspect 
Miramontes received medical care for those injuries at LAC+USC Medical 
Center. Suspect Miramontes received six staples to the upper left side of his 
head for injuries he received from the prior assault. 


Doctor Carrico suspected Suspect Miramontes had a right ribcage fracture, a left 
elbow fracture, a collapsed right lung, and possible brain hemorrhaging. Doctor 
Carrico was unable to determine what injuries were pre-existing and what injuries 
were attributed to the deputies reported use of force. 


Suspect Miramontes was transferred to the Intensive Care Unit at Pomona Valley 
Hospital by ambulance and escorted by Deputy Escalante and Deputy Vo. 
Suspect Miramontes was treated by Dr. Andrew Singleton and given patient ID 
= Suspect Miramontes was diagnosed with a partially collapsed right 
lung, a right side eighth rib fracture, a left elbow fracture, and frontal scalp soft 
tissue swelling without hemorrhaging. 


Due to the fact Suspect Miramontes was | 
HEE sustained significant injuries a short time before his involvement wit 


deputies, Doctor Singleton was not able to determine which injuries were pre- 
existing and what injuries were attributed to the deputies reported use of force. 


Suspect Miramontes was issued a citation and discharged from Pomona Valley 
Hospital on May 28, 2019. Suspect Miramontes never provided a sample of urine 
to prove or disprove the presence of a controlled substance in his system.

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

IAB investigators were unable to locate any surveillance cameras which would 
have captured the use of force incident. IAB investigator's contacted all of the 
surrounding businesses, including businesses across the street from the location, 
and confirmed no video surveillance existed. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


IAB investigators saw bruising and swelling to Suspect Miramontes’ forehead. 
Suspect Miramontes had dried blood and six pre-existing staples on the upper 
left side of his head. Suspect Miramontes’ left arm was placed in a sling and his 
right ribcage area was bandaged. IAB investigators photographed Suspect 
Miramontes’ injuries [Exhibit M].

On August 13, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy EEEEMat the 
Internal Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Avas represented by his attorney, 
Sherry Lawrence. 


Deputy Mad been a deputy sheriff for twelve years. Deru

had been assigned to Industry Station for over five years. Deputy 


RSS Pombal was mi M: the time of the 
incident. Deputy and Deputy Pombal were assigned to unit 144F/EM. 


Deputy Pombal was on his third phase of training and driving their patrol car. 


Deputy Mhac prior knowledge several commercial businesses in the 
vicinity of 1283 Hacienda Boulevard, city of La Puente, had been burglarized. 
Deputy {EB also knew transients frequented the area and used illegal 
narcotics. Deputy Man Deputy Pombal patrolled the parking lot of the 
area sometime after midnight, while it was dark outside and all of the businesses 
were closed. The location was dark with poor overhead lighting. 


Deputy and Deputy Pombal entered the parking lot and saw Suspect 
Miramontes walking besides Witness [IEEE who was riding a bicycle during 
darkness with no headlight. Suspect Miramontes and Witness REE were 
walking away from a closed business and towards them. 


Deputy Pombal and pat pt southbound towards Suspect 


Miramontes and Witness lat a slow rate of speed. Suspect Miramontes 
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and Witness [EEE separated from each other and began walking in opposite 
directions as the patrol car approached them. Witness BE walked towards 
the driver's side of the patrol car and Suspect Miramontes walked towards the 
passenger side. Deputy Pombal illuminated Witness with the patrol 
car's spotlight and Deputy IEE illuminated Suspect Miramontes with his 
hand held flashlight. The patrol car's lights and siren were not activated. 


Deputy Pombal exited the patrol car and contacted Witness Cardenas. Depu 
Pombal asked Witness Ito get off of his bicycle and Witness 
complied. 


Deputy I exited the patrol car and began speaking to Suspect 
Miramontes on the passenger side of the patrol car. Deputy BEE noticed 
Suspect Miramontes was wearing several items of bulky clothing which made it 
difficult for him to tell if he had anything concealed on his person. Deputy 
HEE dict not notice any obvious pre-existing injuries on Suspect Miramontes. 


Suspect Miramontes and Witness | were on opposite sides of the patrol 
car’s hood facing each other with their hands placed on top of the hood. Deputy 

was behind Suspect Miramontes, offset to his right and Deputy Pombal 
was behind Witness [EEE offset to his left. Deputy i a Deputy 
Pombal were in each other's direct line of sight. Deputy Pombal conducted a pat 
down search of Witness BE or weapons. 


Deputy EE had previous conversations and briefings with Deputy Pombal 
in regards to each deputy’s role when contacting and detaining persons they 
encounter on patrol. Deputy {EEE had previously told Deputy Pombal that 
they would not simultaneously search two persons detained at the same time. 


Deputy Masked Suspect Miramontes what he was doing in the parking 
lot. Suspect Miramontes spoke in English and told Deputy he was 
collecting recyclables. As Deputy KE spoke to Suspect Miramontes, 
Deputy EE -iico Suspect Miramontes was sweating profusely even 
though the weather was cool. Deputy HB also noticed Suspect 
Miramontes had rapid speech, his eyelids were fluttering and Suspect 
Miramontes was also very fidgety and could not keep his body still. Deputy 
HEE suspected Suspect Miramontes was possibly under the influence of a 
controlled substance. As Deputy continued to speak to Suspect 

Suspect told Deputy lhe did not speak English 
and began to look around the parking lot. 


Deputy Pombal had completed his pat down search of Witness ind 
had begun to put him in the back seat of their patrol car. Deputy 

feared Suspect Miramontes was going to run away from him or possibly fight so 
he decided to conduct a search of Suspect Miramontes before Suspect 
Miramontes could fight or flee. Deputy ME o Suspect Miramontes to 
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place his hands behind his back with his palms together and interlock his fingers. 
Suspect Miramontes understood Deputy enc placed his hands behind 
his back with his palms together but did not interlock his fingers. Deputy 

used his left hand and gripped Suspect Miramontes’ two index and 
middle fingers. Using his right hand, Deputy [EEE placed a handcuff onto 
Suspect Miramontes’ left wrist. 


Suspect Miramontes broke his hands free from Deputy EM grasp and 
turned his body to the left, toward Deputy BE Suspect Miramontes 
attempted to hit Deputy ME as he swung his left fist towards Deputy 

‘ace, which still had the handcuff attached to his left wrist. Deputy 
[ER ducked to avoid being hit by Suspect Miramontes. Suspect 
Miramontes was now facing Deputy MNE Deputy used his right 
fist to punch Suspect Miramontes once on his face. Deputy Bid not 
recall where on the face Suspect Miramontes was punched. 


While facing Suspect Miramontes, Deputy HE rapped both of his arms 
around Suspect Miramontes’ arms and attempted to take him to the ground. 
Deputy Mk so gave verbal commands to Suspect Miramontes to stop 
fighting and put his hands behind his back. Suspect Miramontes broke his arms 
free from Deputy 


Deputy Pombal came to assist Deputy EEE and ran towards Suspect 
Miramontes from behind. Deputy = not know where Witness 
(EEE as when Deputy Pombal came to his aid. Deputy Pombal tackled 
Suspect Miramontes to the ground as Deputy MEM grabbed Suspect 
Miramontes’ left arm. Suspect Miramontes fell onto his stomach, face down, and 
placed both of his hands underneath his body. As Suspect Miramontes was 
falling, Deputy EEE let go of Suspect Miramontes’ left arm. Deputy 
HEE positioned himself on Suspect Miramontes’ left side, with his feet laying 
near Suspect Miramontes’ head. Deputy Pombal positioned himself on Suspect 
Miramontes’ right side. 


Deputy {EE broadcasted emergent radio traffic that he and Deputy Pombal 
were involved in a fight and gave their location. As he was broadcasting the 
emergent radio traffic, Deputy EEE acio inadvertently began transmitting 
on neighboring West Covina Police Department's frequency. 


Deputy was not immediately aware his full radio transmission had not 
been broadcasted until he heard a series of “beeps” which indicated to him his 
radio was not transmitting directly to Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC). 


IAB NOTE: When the duplex patch is activated by SCC during 
emergent radio traffic, all radio transmissions on the 
specified channel are open and there are no “beeps” as 
there are during normal radio traffic procedures. 
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Deputy [estimated one minute and twenty seconds had passed before 
he realized his full radio traffic had not been transmitted. Deputy MEMME: oo 
Deputy Pombal his radio was not transmitting. Deputy Pombal broadcasted their 
exact location on his hand held radio. 


Suspect Miramontes flailed his body from side to side and repeatedly kicked his 
feet. Suspect Miramontes also used his hands and tried to push himself up from 
the ground. Deputy {EEE attempted to pull Suspect Miramontes’ left arm out 
from underneath Suspect Miramontes’ chest. Deputy Pombal attempted to pull 
Suspect Miramontes’ right arm out from undemeath him as well. Suspect 
Miramontes refused to allow Deputy {EE and Deputy Pombal to remove his 
hands from undemeath his chest. 


Deputy J and Deputy Pombal gave Suspect Miramontes numerous 
commands to give up his hands and stop fighting. Suspect Miramontes shouted 
and screamed while repeatedly kicking his legs and refusing to give up his 
hands. Deputy EB id not understand what Suspect Miramontes was 
shouting. 


In fear Suspect Miramontes was arming himself with a weapon, Deputy J 
punched Suspect Miramontes four to five times in his left rib cage area with his 
right fist. The punches had no effect and Suspect Miramontes continued to push 
himself up from the ground while his arms were still tucked undemeath his chest. 
Deput E: able to grab Suspect Miramontes’ left forearm. Deputy 
i not see Deputy Pombal punch or knee Suspect Miramontes while 
they were on the ground because Deputy [EEN was focused on gaining 
control of Suspect Miramontes’ left arm as they were struggling. 


Deputy land Deputy a: uez were the first unit to arrive to their location. 
Deputy ‘old Deputy M- nd Deputy Enriquez that Suspect 


Miramontes had a handcuffed attached to his left wrist and his hands were 
underneath his body towards his waistband. Deputy ositioned himself 
towards the right side of Suspect Miramontes. Deputy nd Deputy 
Enriquez attempted to pull Suspect Miramontes’ hands out from underneath him 
but Suspect Miramontes still refused to remove his hands from underneath his 
chest. 


Deputy [and Deputy rived seconds later. Deputy A 


grabbed Suspect Miramontes’ right arm. Deputy Pombal let go of Suspect, 
Miramontes’ right arm and disengaged from Suspect Miramontes. Deputy 
took control of Suspect Miramontes’ left arm and Deputy BEM s0 
disengaged from Suspect Miramontes. 


Deputy ero Deputy Pombal had been struggling and fighting with 
i 


Suspect Miramontes for approximately four to five minutes. Deputy 
and Deputy Pombal were both tired and winded so they went to their patrol car, 
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which was approximately five to seven feet away from where the fight with 
Suspect Miramontes was taking place, in order to recuperate while the other 
deputies took Suspect Miramontes into custody. Deputy believed there 
was a sufficient amount of deputies present who could gain control of Suspect 
Miramontes while he and Deputy Pombal recovered. 


Deputy heard someone say O.C. spray was going to be used on 
Suspect Miramontes but did not know who said it. Depu nts the 
odor of O.C. spray but did not see who sprayed it. Deputy did not see 
anyone use additional force on Suspect Miramontes and did not know who 
handcuffed him. Deputy ac not recall anyone attempting to gain 
control of Suspect Miramontes’ legs. 


After Suspect Miramontes was taken into custody, Deputy IEEE learned 
Deputy Pombal had placed Witness a: the backseat of their patrol car 
through the rear driver's side door before he came to aid Deputy MAN 
Deputy Pombal did not securely shut the door before he came to Deputy 
DARNE: Witness ever left the patrol car during the incident 
and was not arrested for any crime. Deputy orally counseled Deputy 


Pombal to ensure persons placed into the backseat of a patrol car are properly 
secured prior to rendering any aid in the future. 


Deputy EB bad redness, swelling, and felt pain to his right hand but did not 
seek medical attention. A TASER was inside of their patrol car, but neither 


Deputy nor Deputy Pombal had a TASER on their person during the 
incident. Deputy reported his use of force to Sergeant Kneubuhler. 
DEPUTY POMBAL 


On September 17, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Pombal at the 
Internal Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Pombal was represented by his attorney, 
Sherry Lawrence. 

Deputy Pombal had been a deputy sheriff for three years and had been assigned 
to Industry Station for approximately three months._At the time of the incident 
Deputy Pombal was in his oe 
was his Deputy Pombal and Deputy were 
assigned to unit 144F/EM. 

Deputy Pombal was driving their patrol car southbound through a dark, dimly lit 
parking lot located at 1283 Hacienda Boulevard in the city of La Puente, around 2 
a.m. in the morning on May 24", 2019. Deput was the front 
passenger. Deputy Pombal saw Witness riding a bicycle without a 
front headlight as Suspect Miramontes walked next to him. Suspect Miramontes 
and Witness were both approaching northbound towards Deputy 
Pombal and Deputy] ; 
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Deputy Pombal stopped the patrol car and exited the vehicle. Deputy Pombal 
contacted Witness A ite Depu contacted Suspect 
Miramontes. Deputy Pombal and Deputy had previously discussed 
that when detaining two or more persons during a patrol stop, one deputy would 
search while the other person kept watch. Witness B consc teci toa 
search and Deputy Pombal began to pat him down for weapons. Deputy 

was with Suspect Miramontes directly across from Deputy Pombal on 
the other side of the patrol car’s hood. Deputy Pombal and Den ue 
were within each other's direct line of sight. 


Deputy Pombal escorted Witness to the rear driver's side door of the 
patrol car and placed him in the backseat. As Deputy Pombal was shutting the 
car door, he heard Deputy {EEE egin to shout at Suspect Miramontes to 
stop fighting. Deputy Pombal pushed the car door forward and ran to Deputy 
a: without checking to see if the patrol car door had been securely 
shut. Deputy Pombal believed the patrol car had shut prior to going to help 
Deputy =a 


As Deputy Pombal ran past the driver's side of their patrol car, he saw Deputy 
a on Suspect Miramontes facing each other approximately five feet 
apart. Deputy Pombal saw Suspect Miramontes swing his left hand, which had 
an attached handcuff, towards Deputy 


Deputy Pombal approached Suspect Miramontes from the right side, wrapped 
his arms around Suspect Miramontes’ torso, and took Suspect Miramontes down 
to the ground. Deputy BA so helped take Suspect Miramontes to the 
ground but Deputy Pombal was unsure of how Deputy EEE Specifically did 
that. Suspect Miramontes placed his hands out in front of him to avoid hitting the 
ground. Suspect Miramontes did not hit his head on the ground when he fell. 


Suspect Miramontes tucked his arms underneath his body and started reaching 
towards his waistband. Suspect Miramontes also attempted to push himself up 
off of the ground. Deputy Pombal got on top of Suspect Miramontes’ back and 
applied his body weight to Suspect Miramontes in order to prevent him from 
getting up. Deputy Pombal was unsure of Deputy -act position. 
Deputy Pombal and Deputy HE ordered Suspect Miramontes to place his 
hands behind his back and stop fighting but Suspect Miramontes refused to 
comply with their orders and began to shout. 


Deputy Pombal attempted to grab one of Suspect Miramontes’ arms but Suspect 
Miramontes tucked his arms completely underneath his body and would not allow 
Deputy Pombal to pull them out. Deputy Pombal did not recall which arm he 
tried to grab. Deputy Pombal knew Suspect Miramontes had not been searched 
by Sep. a was in fear Suspect Miramontes was arming himself 
with a weapon. While still on top of Suspect Miramontes, Deputy Pombal 
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punched Suspect Miramontes’ face two to three times using both of his fists in an 
effort to gain compliance from Suspect Miramontes and gain control of his arms. 


Deputy Pombal’s punches had no effect on Suspect Miramontes. Suspect 
Miramontes attempted to push himself up off of the ground once more which 
caused Deputy Pombal to lose his balance and slide off of his back. Deputy 
Pombal then used his right knee to deliver approximately five to eight knee 
strikes to Suspect Miramontes’ right torso area. Suspect Miramontes 
momentarily stopped moving but kept both of his arms tucked underneath his 
body while shouting in English and Spanish. Deputy Pombal could not 
understand what Suspect Miramontes was shouting but Suspect Miramontes 
sounded agitated. 


Deputy Pombal did not recall how long he and Deput ad been 
fighting with Suspect Miramontes before Deputy| broadcasted emergent 
radio traffic. Deputy Pombal did not realize their location had not been 
broadcasted until he heard a dispatcher ask for their location. Deputy Pombal 
broadcasted their location with his hand held radio while still fighting with Suspect 
Miramontes. When Deputy Pombal voiced his radio traffic, he was tired and 
winded from fighting with Suspect Miramontes. Deputy Pombal was unsure of 
how much time had passed between Deput adio traffic and his. 
Deputy Pombal did not witness Deputy strike Suspect Miramontes. 


Deputy Ban Deputy Enriquez arrived to the location and helped to gain 
control of Suspect Miramontes. Deputy Pombal did not recall the position either 
Deputy =, Deputy Enriquez took and did not recall if either of them gave 
Suspect Miramontes any verbal commands. 


Suspect Miramontes began to move again as he began violently kicking his legs. 
Deputy Pombal repositioned himself onto his knees behind Suspect Miramontes. 
Deputy Pombal then placed both of his knees outside of Suspect Miramontes’ 
legs. Deputy Pombal attempted to cross Suspect Miramontes’ legs and secure 
them but Suspect Miramontes continued to kick his legs towards Deputy Pombal. 
Deputy Pombal ordered Suspect Miramontes to stop kicking his legs but Suspect 
Miramontes continued to kick. In fear Suspect Miramontes was going to kick him 
in the face, Deputy Pombal punched Suspect Miramontes’ inner thighs 
approximately four to five times using both of his fists. Suspect Miramontes 
kicked again momentarily and then Deputy Pombal was able to hold onto 
Suspect Miramontes’ legs and prevent him from kicking again. Deputy Pombal 
did not use a hobble because he did not have one at the time. 


Deputy IEE ives to the location and relieved Deputy Pombal. Deputy 
Pombal clarified when Deputy relieved him, he did not see exactly 
what Deputy Mid and had previously assumed Deputy [took 
control of Suspect Miramontes’ legs, as he had written in his incident report 
[Exhibit A]. 
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Deputy Pombal felt he had been fighting with Suspect Miramontes for what he 
felt was a long time but did not recall specifically how much time had passed. 
Deputy Pombal was tired and winded so he released Suspect Miramontes’ legs 
and walked back to his patrol car, approximately fifteen feet away from where he 
had been fighting with Suspect Miramontes. Deputy EA joined him at 
the patrol car. Deputy Pombal did not watch the other deputies take Suspect 
Miramontes into custody and did not see any other deputies use force. Deputy 
Pombal recalled hearing other deputies order Suspect Miramontes to show them 
his hands but could not recall who gave the orders. Deputy Pombal did not recall 
how long it took for, iramontes to be taken into custody after he was 
relieved by Depu A 


Sergeant Kneubuhler later arrived and debriefed the incident with all of the 
involved deputies. Deputy Pombal learned he did not properly shut the car door 
after he placed Witness B --i-- of the patrol car. Deputy 

verbally counseled Deputy Pombal for not properly securing Witness 

Deputy Pombal was not injured.

Affairs Bureau office. Deputy as represented by his attorney, Sherry

ne driving their patrol car. Deputy was the front 


Passenger. 

Deputy ind Deputy Enriquez were patrolling in the city of La Puente 
when Deputy, broadcasted emergent radio traffic indicating he and 
Deputy Pombal were in a fight. Deputy did not hear additional radio 


traffic and there was a short period of radio silence. Further radio traffic was 
eventually broadcasted but it was broken and hard to understand. Deputy 
as fearful Deputy Sas being hurt or killed. 


Deput ind Deputy Enriquez responded code three to Deputy 

location. As they responded, Deputy HB discussed 
contingencies with Deputy Enriquez on what to do if Deputy HB endor 
Deputy Pombal were injured. Deputy Lory ee less lethal use of 
force options with Deputy Enriquez. Deputy and Deputy Enriquez arrived 
approximately one and a half minutes after the emergent radio traffic was 


broadcasted and were the first assisting unit to arrive. Deputy end 
Deputy Pombal were in a shopping center parking lot, in a dimly lit area. 
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Deputy [saw Suspect Miramontes laying on the ground, face down, with 
both of his hands tucked undemeath his stomach. Suspect Mi s’ hands 
were not visible and he was kicking his legs towards Deputy, while 
thrashing his body from side to side. Suspect Miramontes was also attempting to 
hit Ooo R Deputy Pombal with his elbows. Deputy card 
Deputy land Deputy Pombal give verbal commands to Suspect 
Miramontes to stop fighting. Suspect Miramontes did not comply with their 
orders and shouted profanities at them. Depu believed Suspect 
Miramontes was actively fighting with Deputies and Pombal and not 
merely being resistive. 


Suspect Miramontes’ head was facing north and his feet were facing south. 
Deputy Eas on Suspect Miramontes’ left side and Deputy Pombal was 


on Suspect Miramontes’ right side. Deputy ook a positon near Suspect 
Miramontes’ head and got on one knee. Deput was above Suspect 
Miramontes’ top torso area and Deputy ack was towards the other 
deputies. 


Deputy B- Suspect Miramontes verbal commands to stop fighting but 
Suspect Miramontes refused to comply. In spite of numerous commands, 
Suspect Miramontes kept his arms tucked under his chest and moved his left 
hand near his waistband while continuing to fight by kicking his legs and 
thrashing his body from side to side. Based on the emergent radio traffic Deputy 
aa: coupled with the fact Suspect Miramontes did not have both of his 

ands secured with handcuffs, Deputy believed Suspect Miramontes was 
attempting to retrieve something from his waistband. 


In fear Suspect Miramontes was arming himself with a weapon, Deputy| 

used his right hand and retrieved his “Pelican 8060” LED flashlight from his left 
pants pocket. Deputy [lioripped the top of his flashlight near the bulb and 
struck Suspect Miramontes’ outer right shoulder two to three times with the 
bottom of his flashlight. The strikes had no effect and Suspect Miramontes 
continued to fight while moving his right hand near his waistband. 


Deputy HB attempted to pull Suspect Miramontes right arm out from 
underneath his torso but Suspect Miramontes resisted and violently pulled his 
arm away from Deput Still in fear Suspect Miramontes was retrieving a 
weapon, Deputy used his right fist and right elbow and punched Suspect 
Miramontes three to four times on the right side of his face and right shoulder. 
Suspect Miramontes did not strike his head on the ground after he was punched 
by Deputy J The punches had no effect and Suspect Miramontes 
continued to keep his hands towards his waistband while ignoring numerous 
commands from deputies. 


Deputy [arrived to the location and took a position on the left side of 
Suspect Miramontes. Deputy M ttempted to lift Suspect Miramontes so 
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ne kaa 


Deputy [could gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ right arm. Suspect 
Miramontes continued to resist by not relinquishing his arms. 


Suspect Miramontes turned his face towards Deputy [EE Deputy 
saw he had an opportunity to use his O.C. spray ively and announced he 
was going to spray Suspect Miramontes. Deputy lemployed one, three to 
five second burst, of O.C. spray to Suspect Miramontes’ face in an effort to get 
him to stop fighting and allow deputies to gain control of his arms. The spray had 
a positive effect. Deputy BB who arrived moments prior to the O.C. spray, 
was able to assist Deputy Enriquez gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ right 
arm. Deput did not see who handcuffed Suspect Miramontes. 

Deputy as focused on Suspect Miramontes’ actions and did not see 
any use of force by anyone else. Deputy Ep sition during the use of 
force incident did not allow him to see most of the other deputy’s actions. 


Deputy Wi ONAR the incident and use of force tactics with Deputy 
Enriquez. Deputy B uí‘ swelling and pain to his right hand and was 
treated by paramedics once they responded to the location. Deputy 

reported his use of force to Sergeant Kneubuhler. 


DEPUTY ENRIQUEZ 


On July 22, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Enriquez at the Internal 
Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Enriquez was represented by his attomey Sherry 
Lawrence. 


Deputy Enriquez had been a deputy sheriff for ten years and had been on patrol 
training for approximately seven months when the incident occurred. Deputy 
p- Deputy Enriquez O o — ë e Deputy Enriquez and Deputy 

were assigned to unit 142/EM. Deputy Enriquez was driving their patrol 
car and Deputy as the front passenger. 


Deputy Enriquez and Deputy were on patrol when they heard emergent 
radio traffic broadcasted by Deputy nd Deputy Pombal saying the’ 
were involved in a fight and their location. Deputy Enriquez and | 
responded code three and arrived approximately two to four minutes after the 
emergent radio traffic was broadcasted. Deputy Enriquez and Deputy| 

were the first unit to arrive to the location. The location was a dimly lit shopping 
center parking lot. 


Deputy Enriquez saw Suspect Miramontes laying on the ground face down on his 
stomach with both of his hands tucked underneath him._ Deputy Pombal was on 
the right side of Suspect Miramontes and Deputy EN- on Suspect 
Miramontes’ left side. Suspect Miramontes repeatedly pulled away from both 
deputies, kicked his legs, and violently moved his body from side to side with 
sudden movements. Deputy Enriquez heard either Deputy or Deputy 
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Pombal order Suspect Miramontes to stop fighting but Suspect Miramontes 
continued to fight. 


Deputy Enriquez positioned himself to the right side of Suspect Miramontes and 
tried to gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ right hand. Deputy Enriquez applied 
his body weight on top of Suspect Miramontes as Suspect Miramontes attempted 
to push himself off of the ground. Suspect Miramontes reached towards his 
waistband with his right hand. Deputy Enriquez ordered Suspect Miramontes to 
give up his hands numerous times, but Suspect Miramontes continued to refuse 
and kept reaching for his waistband. In fear Suspect Miramontes was reaching 
for a weapon, Deputy Enriquez punched Suspect Miramontes with his right fist 
three to four times in Suspect Miramontes’ right rib cage area. Deputy Enriquez’ 
punches had no effect and Suspect Miramontes continued reaching for his 
waistband. Deputy Enriquez continued to try and gain control of Suspect 
Miramontes’ right hand. 


Deputy {J employed a three to four second burst of his O.C. spray to 
Suspect Miramontes’ face. The spray had a positive effect and Deputy Enriquez 
was able to gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ right hand and place it behind 
his back. Deputy Enriquez handcuffed Suspect Miramontes right wrist. Deputy 
had arrived to the location and put Suspect Miramontes’ left hand behind 

is back. Another handcuff was already on Suspect Miramontes’ left wrist. 
Deputy Enriquez joined both sets of handcuffs on Suspect Miramontes. Suspect 
Miramontes did not resist being handcuffed. 


Deputy Enriquez was focused on controlling the right side of Suspect Miramontes 
and did not see Deputy Huse any force prior to O.C. spray. Deputy 
Enriquez did not see anyone else use force on Suspect Miramontes. Deputy 
Enriquez reported his use of force to Sergeant Kneubuhler. Deputy Enriquez 
was not injured during the use of force. The incident was debriefed with all 
involved deputies after Suspect Miramontes received medical attention and was 
transported. 


DEPUTY

voice was high pitched when he spoke and it sounded like Depu was 
losing the fight. gai.: in fear Deputy =< being hurt 


because Deputy| did not immediately get back on the radio. 


Deputy EEE esponded code three to Deputy Man Deputy 


Pombal’s location. Deputy {Ef timated it took approximately two to three 
minutes to respond to the location. Deput rove to the location in 
tandem with Deputy [iif and Deputy There was no coordination on 
the radio as he responded. 


Deputy ae: the last among the units travelling together to arrive to the 
location. The location was in a business plaza and was very dark with dim 
lighting. Deputy pproached Suspect Miramontes from Suspect 
Miramontes’ right side. Deputy {Baw Suspect Miramontes on the 
ground lying flat on his stomach with both of his hands tucked underneath him 
near his waistband. Deputy A av approximately six other deputies 
attempting to gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ hands. Suspect Miramontes 
was moving his arms and elbows from side to side in an attempt to strike the 
deputies who were present. Suspect Miramontes was also attempting to kick the 
deputies. 


Suspect Miramontes was yelling profanities and refused to comply with orders 
given by Deputy MAR o stop resisting and show his hands. Other deputies 
gave verbal commands to Suspect Miramontes but Deputy Bic not 
recall who. An unknown deputy said Suspect Miramontes had not been 
searched. Deputy M ic not recall every deputy who was present and 
their specific body positions in relation to Suspect Miramontes; however, he did 
recall that Deputy Enriquez was to his left, on the right side of Suspect 
Miramontes. 


Deputy [could not see Suspect Miramontes’ hands and was in fear 
Suspect Miramontes possibly had a weapon. Deputy EE positioned 
himself on the right side of Suspect Miramontes, on his knees and next to 
Suspect Miramontes’ right arm facing Suspect Miramontes'’ legs. Deputy 
BEE crabbed Suspect Miramontes’ right arm and attempted to pull it out 
from undemeath him. Suspect Miramontes resisted by pulling his arm away from 
Deputy 


An unknown deputy employed O.C. spray to Suspect Miramontes’ face. Once 
Suspect Miramontes was sprayed he became cooperative. With the assistance 
of Deputy Enriquez, Dep.) MAMIE bac oe: Suspect Miramontes’ right 
arm out from underneath him. Deputy nd Deputy Enriquez secured a 
handcuff to Suspect Miramontes’ right wrist. 
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Deputy dia not witness any deputies punch Suspect Miramontes and 
did not witness Deputy EM strike Suspect Miramontes with his flashlight. 
Deputy EEE cid not remember if anyone secured Suspect Miramontes legs 
or not. 


Depu reported his use of force to Sergeant Kneubuhler. Deputy 

land Deputy Pombal debriefed the involved deputies after Suspect 
Miramontes was transported for medical attention. Deputy MEd not 
suffer any injuries. 


DEPUTY 


On August 8, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy t the Internal 
Affairs Bureau office. Deputy; as represented by his attomey, Sherry 
Lawrence. 

Deput Hives assigned as unit 143T2/EM in a single person car. Deputy 
Pe tes at a restaurant with Deputy es Deputy hen he 
heard emergent radio traffic being broadcasted by either Deputy lor 
Deputy Pombal. Either Deputy Mo: Deputy Pombal broadcasted they 


were involved in a fight and then later gave their location after a period of radio 
silence. 


Deputy [responded code three to Deputy [EEE and Deputy Pombal’s 


location. Deputy stimated it took approximately four to five minutes to 
respond to the location. Deput rove to the location in tandem with 
Deputy and Deputy Nothing was coordinated on the radio. 


Deputy [was the first among the units travelling together in tandem to arrive 
to the location. The location was a business parking lot with poor lighting. 
Deputy lsaw two patrol cars at the location and also saw Deputies 

Pombal, and Enriquez at the location on the ground 
surrounding Suspect Miramontes trying to gain control of his hands. 


Suspect Miramontes was laying on the ground, flat on his stomach with both of 
his hands tucked underneath his torso. Deputy, p proached and heard an 
unknown deputy give Suspect Miramontes orders to stop fighting and give them 
his hands. 


Suspect Miramontes was actively resisting by moving his body from side to side 
and ignored commands given by deputies to give them his hands. Deputy! 


believed Suspect Miramontes was possibly trying to retrieve a weapon or get 
onto his feet. Deputy did not hear Suspect Miramontes say anything. 


Deputy ositioned himself on the left side of Suspect Miramontes near his 
head. Deputy placed his right arm below Suspect Miramontes’ upper 
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torso in order to create a gap between Suspect Miramontes and the ground so 
one of the other deputies could grab his hands. Deputy| id not recall if he 
gave Suspect Miramontes any verbal commands. Deputy remembered 
Deputy «2: towards his right side, but did not recall the positions of the 
other deputies present. Deputy ecalled that approximately four other 
deputies were behind him but did not know who. 


Deputy B ard someone say to use O.C. spray on Suspect Miramontes but 
did not recall who said it. Deputy isengaged his right arm from 
underneath Suspect Miramontes to avoid being contaminated by O.C. spray. 
Deputy M emp ioyead one, two to three second burst, of O.C. spray to 
Suspect Miramontes’ eyes, from a distance of approximately two feet away. 


The O.C. spray had a positive effect and Suspect Miramontes stopped moving 
from side to side. Deputy EEF pplied his left knee to Suspect Miramontes’ 
upper left shoulder and then used his right hand to grab Suspect Miramontes’ left 
bicep. Deputy pulled Suspect Miramontes’ left arm out from underneath 
his torso and placed a control hold on Suspect Miramontes’ left wrist with his left 
hand. Suspect Miramontes did not offer any resistance when Deputy 

pulled his left arm out from underneath him. 


Deputy saw a single handcuff attached to Suspect Miramontes’ left wrist. 
Deputy had arrived and took control of Suspect Miramontes’ left arm and 
assisted with handcuffing him without any further resistance from Suspect 
Miramontes. Deputy was standing over Suspect Miramontes towards 
Suspect Miramontes’ lower mid-section. 


Deputy [iilestimated it took approximately two minutes from the time he 
arrived at the location for deputies to gain control of Suspect Miramontes and 
fully handcuff him, Deputy id not see any additional force by any other 
deputies. Deputy’ reported his use of force to Sergeant Kneubuhler. 
Deputy did not recall if the incident was debriefed. 


DEPUTY S 


On July 22, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy E: the Internal 
Affairs Bureau office. Deputy M< represented by his attorney, Sherry 
Lawrence. 


Deputy had been a deputy sheriff for 13 years and had worked patrol at 
Industry Station for seven years when the incident occurred. Deputy was 
assigned to unit 147B/EM as a single person car. 


At the time of the incident, Deputy giii was at a restaurant with Deputy I 
Deputy E -2 emergent radio traffie trom- either M 


Deputy Pombal who said they wee in a fight. Deputy responded code 
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three to Deputy [and Deputy Pombal’s location, which was 
approximately four minutes away. The location where the use of force occurred 
was in a shopping center parking lot and was dark with little overhead lighting. 


Deputy Hse Deputy B Deputy Pombal, Deputy J and 
Deputy Enriquez surrounding Suspect Miramontes and attempting to gain control 
of his hands. Suspect Miramontes was lying face down on the ground and 
resisting by moving around on the ground and not giving up control of his hands. 
Suspect Miramontes was also trying to push himself off of the ground with his 
hands tucked underneath his chest. Depu Has positioned near 
Suspect Miramontes’ head. Deputy B- not recall where other deputies 
were positioned. Suspect Miramontes was shouting in Spanish but Deputy 
i not know what Suspect Miramontes said. Deputy Bod the 
other deputies Suspect Miramontes would not remove his hands from 
underneath his chest. 


Deputy relieved Deputy Man took a position on the left side of 
Suspect Miramontes. „Suspect Miramontes tried to pick up his body from the 


ground, so Deputy put his right knee on the left side of Suspect 
Miramontes’ back to keep him in place. Deputy ried to pull Suspect 
Miramontes’ left arm out from underneath him but Suspect Miramontes continued 
to resist. Deputy [old Suspect Miramontes to give up his hands but 
Suspect Miramontes refused. 


Deputy mployed one burst of O.C. spray to Suspect Miramontes’ face. 
Deputy arrived to the location and assisted Deputy {Eby helping him 
pull Suspect Miramontes’ left arm away from underneath Suspect Miramontes’ 
chest. Deputy [noticed that Suspect Miramontes had a handcuff already 
attached to his left wrist. Deputy flies another deputy in joining 
Suspect Miramontes’ left handcuff to another handcuff placed on Suspect 
Miramontes’ right wrist. 


Deputy did not see anyone punch Suspect Miramontes or use any 
additional force besides the O.C. spray. Deputy [reported his use of force 
to Sergeant Kneubuhler. 

WITNESS STATEMENTS 

WITNESS GORSKI 


On August 27, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Witness Gorski at Industry 
Station. 


Witness Gorski had been a deputy sheriff for eleven years and had been 


assigned to Industry Station for over three years. Witness Gorski was assigned 
to unit 141T1/EM on the date of the incident. 
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Witness Gorski was inside of his patrol car near Industry Station, when he heard 
emergent radio traffic from unit 144F/EM indicating they were in a fight. Witness 
Gorski heard someone over the radio indicate unit 144F/EM was near the 
intersection of Hacienda Boulevard and Fairgrove Avenue. Witness Gorski 
responded code three to that location. Witness Gorski estimated it took 
approximately three to four minutes to arrive. 


When Witness Gorski arrived to the location, he saw Suspect Miramontes on the 
ground face down on his stomach. Deputy vas crouching down near 
Suspect Miramontes’ head. Approximately three additional deputies were 
present trying to gain control of Suspect Miramontes’ hands but Witness Gorski 
did not recall who because their backs were turned away from him. Witness 
Gorski recalled there was a deputy to the right and left side of Suspect 
Miramontes, as well as another deputy near Suspect Miramontes’ feet. 


Suspect Miramontes had his arms underneath his chest towards his waistband. 
Suspect Miramontes was kicking his feet and shaking his body back and forth. 
Suspect Miramontes was shouting in Spanish and sounded angry. Witness 
Gorski did not understand what Suspect Miramontes was shouting. Witness 
Gorski heard several deputies give multiple commands to Suspect Miramontes to 
stop resisting and put his hands behind his back. Suspect Miramontes did not 
comply and refused to give up his hands. 


The location was very dark so Witness Gorski used his hand held flashlight to 
illuminate Miramontes. Witness Gorski illuminated Suspect Miramontes 
as Deputy retrieved his O.C. spray. Witness Gorski saw Deputy 

employ his O.C. spray to Suspect Miramontes’ eyes with one, two to three 
second burst. The O.C. spray had a positive effect and Suspect Miramontes was 
able to be handcuffed. Witness Gorski did not recall who handcuffed Suspect 
Miramontes. 


Witness Gorski reported his observation of Deputy EEE force to Sergeant 
Kneubuhler. Witness Gorski did not see any other deputies use force on 
Suspect Miramontes and did not use force himself. 


witness 


Sergeant Kneubuhler interviewed Witness [et the location. Deputy 
Hernandez provided Spanish to English translation for Sergeant Kneubuhler 
during the interview. 


Witness AG through the parking lot with Suspect Miramontes and 
was detained by two deputies (Deputies AEE nc Pombal). Deputy Pombal 
checked him to make sure he had no illegal contraband and then placed him in 
the backseat of a patrol car. As he was being placed into the patrol car, Suspect 
Miramontes began fighting with Deputy, Deputy Pombal left Witness 
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E the backseat of the patrol car and went to help Deputy 
who was fighting with Suspect Miramontes. Suspect Miramontes had resisted 
Deputy as attempted to run away but Deputy vould not let 
him. Both deputies were attempting to calm Suspect Miramontes down but 
Suspect Miramontes continued to resist. 


Witness EEsaw a ey Pombal take Suspect 
Miramontes to the ground. Witness could not see anything after that 
because his view was obstructed as he sat in the backset of the patrol car. 
Witness Mca additional deputies arrive later. Witness 

heard several deputies give Suspect Miramontes several commands to stoj 
fighting and stop resisting throughout the entire incident. vin a 
heard Suspect Miramontes say something back to the deputies in English but did 
not understand what he said. 


A video recording of Witness EE nterview was captured [Exhibit OJ. 


IAB NOTE: IAB investigators made several attempts to interview 
Witness re unsuccessful. A letter was 
sent to Witness esidence requesting an 
interview [Miscellaneous Documents], however; IAB 


— were never contacted by Witness 


SUSPECT STATEMENT 


On May 24, 2019, IAB investigators interviewed Suspect Miramontes at Pomona 
Valley Hospital. Suspect Miramontes stated he spoke a limited amount of 
English and felt more comfortable speaking in Spanish. Deputy Ivan Davanzo, 
pe assisted with the interview by providing translation from English to 
Spanish. Deputy Ryan Fuqua, ee also present and operated a hand 
held video camera during the interview. 


Suspect Miramontes was getting aluminum cans and picking up trash when a 
man approached him (Witness and asked him to take a walk. 
Suspect Miramontes did not know Witness name but had seen him 
before. Suspect Miramontes walked next to Witness jas Witness 

rode a bicycle. A patrol car drove towards them and then a Caucasian 
deputy (Deput got out and approached him in the parking lot. 
Another deputy (Deputy Pombal) was also with him. Deputy asec him 
if he had anything illegal on him. Suspect Miramontes replied that he did not. 
When he was contacted by Deputy a he understood him as he spoke. 


Deputy [put his hands on him and escorted him to the nearby patrol car 


which was only a few feet away. Deputy Pombol was on the other side of the 
patrol car. Deputy [J grabbed Suspect Miramontes’ left arm and put a 
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handcuff on his left wrist. Suspect Miramontes thought he was being arrested but 
did not know why. 


Suspect Miramontes did not pull his hands away from Deputy Better a 
handcuff was put on his left wrist. Suspect Miramontes turned to look at Deputy 

o ask him why he was being arrested. Suspect Miramontes tried to 
tell Deputy EE his left arm was hurt and was unable to put his left arm 
behind his back because it had been fractured a few weeks before. Suspect 
Miramontes spoke to Deputy," Spanish. 


Suspect Miramontes denied trying to escape and also denied attempting to hit or 
kick any deputies. Suspect Miramontes denied fighting with anyone. 

After S y ER on him, Suspect Miramontes was taken to 
the ground by Deputy; ind Deputy Pombal and then more deputies 
came and started “beating” on him all over his body. Suspect Miramontes did not 


see the other deputies who showed up and began to hit him because they were 
all behind his back as he laid on the ground. 


Suspect Miramontes’ hands were “down” [Suspect Miramontes’ transcripts, 
page 8] but he did not have a weapon. Suspect Miramontes was not trying to 
fight because numerous deputies were on top of him. Suspect Miramontes did 
not give any resistance. When deputies ordered him to stop he obeyed their 
commands. Suspect Miramontes did not provide an answer when asked if 
deputies told him to show them his hands. 


Suspect Miramontes was assaulted and fractured his left elbow approximately 
two weeks before the use of force incident. A man used a baseball bat and 
struck his head, waist, legs, and knees numerous times. Suspect Miramontes 
was “hit all over his body....and left almost paralyzed” [Suspect Miramontes’ 
transcripts, page 17]. Suspect Miramontes stated his right side ribs were hurt 
from the use of force that occurred during the incident with deputies. 


Suspect Miramontes consumed three beers right before he was contacted by 
Deputy Deputy Pombal. Suspect Miramontes did not take any 
medication and had no history of mental illness. 


IAB NOTE: At twelve minutes and forty five seconds into the 
video recording of Suspect Miramontes’ interview 
[Exhibit P], the video camera malfunctioned and 
recording stopped. The entirety of the interview was 
captured on an audio recording [Exhibit Q]. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


IAB investigators reviewed the emergent radio traffic broadcasted during the 
incident [Exhibit R]. Deputy IS roadicasted he and Deputy Pombal were 
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involved in a fight as a struggle was heard in the background. Deputy 

roadcast ended before he broadcasted his location. There was a 
period of radio silence for twenty five seconds and then an unknown unit 
broadcasted Dep. ty Deputy Pombal's location according to their 
patrol car’s global positioning system (GPS). 


Sergeant Kneubuhler acknowledged and responded at one minute and five 
seconds. At one minute and forty seconds, Deputy Pombal broadcasted their 
exact location. Deputy Pombal could be heard breathing heavily and struggling 
with Suspect Miramontes. At two minutes and twenty two seconds, Deputy 
PRE ro2ccasted his and Deputy Enriquez’ arrival to the location. Sergeant 
Kneubuhler broadcasted his arrival at three minutes. A broadcast was made that 
Suspect Miramontes was taken into custody approximately thirty seconds later. 


Sergeant Kneubuhler video recorded the use of force location [Exhibit S]. The 
location was a parking lot near several closed businesses. There was dim 
lighting from surrounding light poles, but no direct overhead lighting. Deputies 
nd Pombal’s patrol car, a Ford Explorer, was facing southbound. 
Sergeant Kneubuhler also took photographs of the location [Exhibit T]. 


IAB investigators discovered Suspect Miramontes had been categorized as a 
incident that occurred on 

May 6, 2019, and documented under URN #019-05904-1432-053. The incident 

occurred in the city of La Puente and investigated by Industry Station detectives. 


IAB NOTE: No deputies involved in the use of force with Suspect 
Miramontes were involved in the May 6, 2019, incident or 
investigation involving Suspect Miramontes. 


Deputy Robert Sanchez, [EB completed an incident report for the incident 
[Miscellaneous documents]. The incident report documented a witness 
statement which indicated Suspect Miramontes was struck in his torso with an 
aluminum baseball bat. Deputy Brandon Corum, #EEE completed a 
supplemental report documenting another witness statement which said Suspect 
Miramontes was struck on his head and upper body several times with an 
aluminum baseball bat [Miscellaneous documents]. Deputy Antonio Del Rio, 


HEE completed a supplemental report documenting the transportation of 
Suspect Miramontes to LAC+USC Hospital [Miscellaneous documents]. 


Suspect Miramontes was diagnosed with a left front parietal scalp hematoma, 
brain hemorrhaging, a skull fracture, and a fractured left elbow [Miscellaneous 
documents]. IAB investigators obtained photographs of Suspect Miramontes’ 
prior injuries [Miscellaneous documents]. 


IAB investigators reviewed surveillance footage of the| 
incident that was provided by Industry Station detective Rudy Zamora,

EO IAB investigators viewed video surveillance from a bus camera 
[Miscellaneous documents]. IAB investigators observed Suspect Miramontes 
being chased into the street by another person wielding a baseball bat. Suspect 
Miramontes was struck three times with a baseball bat before falling to the 
ground. Suspect Miramontes was then struck with the baseball bat seven 
additional times as he laid on the ground. IAB investigators were unable to 
determine the exact location of strikes to Suspect Miramontes’ body from the 
surveillance footage. 


IAB investigators also reviewed cellular phone footage of the incident provided by 
Detective Zamora [Miscellaneous documents]. The cellular phone footage did 
not capture the entire incident, however; it provided a closer angle than the bus 
camera and recorded Suspect Miramontes being struck four times in the torso as 
he laid still on the ground. 
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
